Nights."'
Abdallanh Bassoon, the father of Arthur

Hausoon, was a Bagdad Jew. In the esti-
matlon of the born Brilsh waristocrat the
socinl gulf that les Between him and o
Bagdnd Jew I8 ubput as broad and as deep
as that which separates u sclon of one of
the [first fumilles of Virginla from a
“nigger."”

At Abdallah’s house in Bombay one of
Arthur Bassoon's sisters, Asziza Bassoon,
was married,

Meove to England.

The Bassoons didn't count for much in
Bombay soclety. Anglo-Indlan social prej-,
udices do not yleld so readily to the bland-
Ishments of wealth as do the soclal proju-
dices of English folk. And old Abdallah
was a proud man. He had 4 very high
appreciation of his own llneage. He would
do nothing to curry faver with the Gen-
tles. Like u Hebrew patriareh of old, he
abided by the ways of his forefulhers.

But it was different with his three sons,
Abdallah, Reuben and Arthur. They had
tasted of the flemhipols of soclety and
yearned after them, Bo when old Abdal-
luh, full of years and honors, was gnthored
unto his fathers, they took counsel among
themaelves and went to England.

Abdullah got liw front name changed to
Albert soom after they arrived In England

WQueen Uate immediately overlooking Ken-
singlon gardens, Reuben took a blg house
In aristocratie Ielgrave Byuare. Arthur
took a manvion In Alberi Gats,

clety could not resist thelr dinners.
That did not worry the Bussvons, They
simply put thelr heads togother, made

t!lu-lr pluns and walted, And they hadn't

long to walt slther. Just how they man-
aged It nobody knows, but It was not
long before iLhe king, then Prince of
Whaies, had taken dinner with each one
of them In turn. Boglety gasped, bul
sniffed no more. Thoe Bassoons had “ar-
rived.™

It was Reuben Sassoon to whom the

At
these entertalnments the talonts of one
chel In particular were always hrought Into
prominence, He had been lmported from
Indisa because he could compound more
deliclous Indinn curries than any olher
man In the land of thelr origin.
